LONDON, Juno 12 — Tho financial artiolo 
of the 'rimes states that tho RusBO-ChlneBe 
loan of £16,000,000 was seoured firBt on the 
customs rovonuo of tho treaty ports and sec- 
ondly on Russia's absolute guarantee that lb 
is incontrovertible for fifteen years and ro 
deemable in thirty uix years. It haa been 
taken by French and Russian houraes Insur 
ing its buocosb, and will probably bo also 
Issued at Amsterdam. The Ibbuo price Will 
bo about 98. 

Tho Kolnioho /ioitung of Berlin declares 
that Germany will Bupport the Powers in 
their demands with regard to Armenia, 

Olficial despatches received at Madrid an- 
nouueo that the insurgents havo appeared 
In (Jamaguo tho central province of Cuba. 
Tho aenuto has adopted a bill to authorize 
tho government to raise in oaBo of need a 
loan of 000,000 peBtaa on account of the 
Island of Cuba. 

L'Autorito, a PariB journal, io demand- 
ing tho publication of tho text of the treaty 
between France and Russia, states that the 
French government does not dare to publish 
it, becauso a olauao binds Franoo to accept 
the European situation, meaning aoquiei- 
cenoo in tho loss of AIbioo and Lorraine. 

The loss of Ufa in tho fire at Sogiagoltes 
mine, on Monday last, is not so groat as an- 
ticipated. Nine bodies have been recovered 
and fifteen persons are missing. Tho rest 
escaped. 

In tho bankruptcy court, on motion of 
Patrick Alexander Chance, recently accord- 
ed a vordict of £407 againBb William 
O'Krlon, member of parliament for Cork, a 
receiving order was registered againBb 
O'Brien, which oompels the latter to rotiro 
from parliament. 

li. A. Wooley, a prominent lawyer who 
committed suicide in March, was, ib ap- 
pears, involved in forgeries oxtending over 
Bovoral years, amounting to from £50,000 to 
£140,000. Ho effeoted mortgages on tho 
property of others, in somo inatancea mort- 
gaging property two or three tlmoa. 

The Bohring Sea bill introduced in the 
Houbo of Commona on Monday by Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, parliamentary secretary for the 
foroign office, empowers the government by 
ordor-in-oounoil to prohibit seal oatohing, 
and remains in force until January, 1898. 
It further empowers tho officora of foreign 
states, parties to the agreement, to seizo 
liribiah ahipa and equipment whon they 
violate tho order. British officers havo the 
same powers in regard to foroign ships. 

The Mascot, a weekly paper, repeats tho 
report that Mlsa Frances E Willard, presi- 
dent of bhe Women's Christian Temperance 
Urjion, Is to be married In the autumn to an 
Englishman of wealth and position who has 
watched her prominence in the work of re- 
form. MiBB Willard haa telegraphed the 
Associated Preae, saying that tho Mascot is 
totally mlataken. 

Tho Times publishes a dispatch from 
Simla, India, which says that news has been 
received there from Cabul that the Ameer 
of Afghanistan, whose (on is being feted in 
England, has imprisoned Umra Khan, 
Britain's enemy. 

A Berlin dispatch to tho Standard says 
that bhe Chinese loan which Russia has 
guaranteed forms a part of the aotual war 
indomnlty and waB raised in accordance 
with tho terms of a rocontly conaludod eecrot 
Russia-ChineBo treaty. Japan agroed that 
if £15,000,000 aro paid forthwith the re- 
maindor may bo paid within eix yoara. It 
is theroforo likely that tho whole of tho in- 
demnity will bo advanced by French and 
Russian bankers. China hopes, howovor, 
to lnduco Russia to bo satisfied with four 
per cent, interest. 

It is lnlioved in Berlin that tho Russian 
government only deBiros by tho Chineao 
.loan to recover tho advances mado to China 
during tho war. The Poab Bays that the 
loan is so amall that groator oporatlonB are 
inevitable, in which tho Gorman markotwill 
provo indispensable. Tho proceedings, how- 
over, jiiBtlfy German abstontion from tho 
loan, which ia to tho advantago of Ruasia. 

NEWFOUNDLAND'S LOAN. 

Tho Indications Are that Practically It Has 
Been Secured— Iron Mlninjr to Bo 
Commenced. 

St. John's, June 1'2. — (Spooial) — Tho gov- 
ernment will introduce a bill to'n.orrow 
which proves that a loun has practically 
been obtained, although many poraona say 
that they will havo to paBB tho loan, re- 
trenchment and revenue bills boforo tho 
monoy ia liandod ovor. 

A Bonaation was proaucod horo to-day 
ovor a roport originating from oiiiclal circles 
that moBBBgoa damaging to tho coloDy had 
boon published in tho English nowspaporB.

Tho government feel that tho achool 
ayatom Ib hb they want it, und their en- 
doavors will bo to maintain it as it ia at 
preBont. " It waB woll known," ho said, 
" thab tho government could not obey the 
romedial ordor, nor was thero any chance of 
a oompromtBe.'' The idea that ho gave of 
tho anawer waa that it would bo a refusul, 
couched in auch a form that tho Dominion 
government would have no opportunity to 
aot, and tho achool queBtlon would reBt us it 
ia ab preaenb.

TWO MOKE FIRES. 



A Skeena Cannery and a Westmin- 
ster Fish Packing House 
Totally Burned. 



Losses of the Last Few Days Aggre- 
gate Over a Hundred Thous- 
and Dollars. 



The Windsor cannory at Abordoen, on the 
Skoena river, was totally destroyed by firo 
on June 1. The news was brought down by 
Mr. W. H. Dampster, parb owner and man- 
ager, who arrived on the Danube yesterday 
morning. The firo startod about 2 o'clook 
in the afternoon, the roof catoh- 
Ing, it la supposed, from sparks 
from tho soldering maohine. Every 
effort was made to save the building, but 
without avail ; the fire spread rapidly and 
bhe cannery hose did nob throw enough 
water to have any effecb. When Mr. 
Dempster saw thab bhe cannery itself was 
doomed, he aeb the men to work to cat off 
oonneotlon with the wharf, whioh with the 
storehouse on it was saved after a hard 
struggle. All tho cannery build- 
ings proper, with machinery and 
nets, and 1)00 oases of salmon 
already paoked were totally destroyed. 
Tho loaa amounts to §50,000, and in addi- 
tion there will bo the loss of the present 
fishing season, Tho 200 mon employed by 
tho oannery have nearly all found work ab 
other canneries in tho North. The 
Windsor cannery was ownod by the B.C. 
Canning Co., of London, of whioh Meesrs. 
Findlay, Durham and Brodle, of this city, 
aro agents. It is undoratood that thero ia 
$25,000 inauranoe In the Northern Assur- 
ance Co. 

Still another establishment connected 
with tho fishing industry waa burned yester- 
day making tho third disaster of tho kind 
in tho province within tho lasb few days and 
bringing up the total loes to tho large sum 
of §110,000. Tho Western Fishing Co'a 
packing house on tho waterfront at Weat- 
n.innter, with Voudall & Sinclair's ware- 
house, waB totally consumed yesterday 
morning. 

Burning tobacco from a pipo lighted tho 
hay in tho shedB cf tho Fisheries and Trad- 
ing Co. To moko mattors worBO the water 
had been turned off. Boforo the firemen 
could get water the tarrod roof of Youdall 
& Sinclair's wharf caught firo, the strong 
wind blowing tho flames toward the brick 
blocks on tho north Bids of Front stroot and 
towarTja tho (' P. N. wharf. Many 
buildings, inoluiing tho Bunk of Mon- 
treal on Columbia street, and Mo- 
Donoagh's storo on Front Btroet, were 
on firo several times and only extinguished 
with tho greatest difficulty. Nearly all tho 
plato glass windows in the vicinity cf tho 
lire were broken by tho heat and hundreds 
of dollars worth of goods were damaged by 
firo'and water. The loss of tho Western 
Fiahory Company waB §,'{,000, no insuranco; 
Youdall and Sinclair $4,000, no insurance ; 
R. McLennan §2,500, partially inBured ; 
Sheriff Armstrong's block §1,500, fully in- 
sured ; besides other damages.

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AN INTERESTING REPORT 



On the Work of the Year, Presented 
by Surveyor General Tom 
KaiiiH. 

Success of the Small Holdings— Flue 
Oyster Beds Discovered— 
Forest Fires. 



Mr. Tom Kalnp, surveyor-general, in his 
annual report, juat preBented to the Chief 
CommiaBionor of LandB und WorkB, Hon 
G. B. Martin, reviews exhaustively and in- 
terestingly the work that has been per- 
formed under hia dirootion during 189-1, and 
appends a number of valuablo Buggeatlons>, 
which will no doubt bo given the consider- 
ation they deserve. It 1b noted that during 
the yoar four now maps have beeu propped 
in the landa and workB offico and have been 
lithographed by the Colonist company in 
a highly satisfactory manner, theao maps 
including two showing rospectivoly the 
surveys recently made in tho Bulkeloy and 
Iho Ntchaco valloya, the Big Bend country, 
Columbia river ; and a email map of the 
provinco showing the meteorological sta- 
tions. The draughtsman engaged upon the 
preparation t.f tho new map of tho province, 
referred to in tho lust roport iBeued, ha i 
been iuatiuc od to devote hia time to other 
duties, ponding the reoolpt of the informa- 
tion neeesBury to render tho compila- 
tion ua lull and authentic as pos- 
sible. Thin, coupled with a very Berioua 
illnees which deprived tho department 
of his services for nearly two months, huB 
boon the nioaua if postponing tho comple- 
tion of tho map much beyond tho time at 
whicti it was expected tho work would bo 
finished and in the lithographers' handa. To 
aupply the constant demand for reliable in- 
formation concerning tho aouthorn portion 
of Vancouver Ialand, a somewhat similar 
map to the one publiahod In 18S0, and now 
out of print, baa been prepared, embodying 
Mr. Burnet'a rooont Burveya to date and in- 
cluding tho road travorao work latoly per- 
formed by Mr. Peter Leech. Thia map will 
be ready very ahortly for general distribu- 
tion. 

Of tho work of tho draughting office, Mr. 
Kains says : 

" It is Bomewhat diliicult to satisfactorily 
Bhow by meana of a schedule the compara- 
tive volumo of business annually passing 
through the etFico. It is not fair to uBBumo 
that because ono year ahowa a larger receipt 
of field-bookB the neoeBBary work connected 
with their examination and plotting is 
greater, and occupies moro time than that 
consumed in similar work connected with a 
lesa number of volumes. With thia t»ct in 
view tho following and aubatquent matter 
will indioato to a ccrtuin extf ni tho amount 
of work which has luen poi formed in the 
draughting offico during tho pust year": 

Acreuga of pre-emptlun claims, 36,131; 

Acreago of mining claims, 'J 381; 

Acreaga of timber loaaia, 12.430; 

Acreage of subdivision, " L»nd amend- 
ment act 1894," 3 030 ; 

Acreago of coal elaimB, G.309; 

Number of field bo(,ke, 171; 

Number of claims, 239 ; 

Number of Crown grant traoinga, 3'M ; 

Number of traoinga for government 
agents, 1G0 ; 

Plana of bridges, school houses and jails 
situated at various points throughout the 
provlnoe. 

" It will be noticed that work in connec- 
tion with the Burvey of pre-emption claims 
has boen attended with lesB aotivity than in 
former yearB, as indicated by the faot that 
the number of field-books receivod during 
the paBt year ie not so great aB that of 1893 
by twenty-two volumes. ThiB falllDg off is 
doubtlcaa duo not only to the inactivity in 
Immigrotion cirolea, but bIbo to the general 
depression which has been experienced in al- 
most all branches of business throughout the 
country." 

Survey work has been prosecutod upon a 
less extenBivo scale than in recent previous 
years, but good work haa alao been done in 
this direction. Tho subdivision of oertain 
orown landa into email holdings under the 
provisions of tho land amendment aot of 
1894 haa been performed in two 
Bectiona of tho provinco with the 
result that considorable ditlioulty was ex- 
perienced in making tho uward to tho proper 
applicant on account of tho number who 
wished to avail thnmsclveB of the opportu- 
nity thua afforded of commencing farming 
on a small Boale. Mr. Peter Leech subdi- | 
vided section 42, Lako district, into tvvolvo 
lots, each of ubout (3 2 3 acres, all of which 
with ono exception have boen leased accord- 
ing to statute for a poriod of five yoars. Mr. 
E. B. Hermon similtarly laid out tho govern- 
ment reserves in WnBtminater district adja- 
cent to tho Vancouver-Now West minster 
tram lino. TheBo reserves were divided into 
63 Bmoll holdings of from five to oight acres 
each, and up to tho dato of the roport tho 
majority had been applied for and leases is- 
sued. 

Tho operations of Mr. Palmer included 
tho laying out into aectiona of the available 
land in tho numerous islands lying between 
Vancouver Island and tho Provincial main- 
lond. Mr. Palmer noticed a marked influx 
of Bottlora upon tho territory covered by hia 
1S93 explorations, and speaks in tho highest 
terms of tho advantages of this favored lo- 
cality. Ho directs special attention to cer- 
tain lagoonB und bayB in which the Olym- 
pian oyster ia to bo found of a aiiio much 
abovo tho average, and in euoh quantltiea as 
to warrant the opening up of tho oyator t'uh- 
ing industry upon a largo scale. 

Mr. A F Cotton's explorationa of tho 
Toba Inlot valley do nor present any strong 
inducements to tho prospective settlor, and 
his investigations ol thia highly epokon of 
diatrict o.xomplity how a casual observer 
may bo deceived when viewing a portion of 
oountry from canoo or boat Too advautogo 
of the Loughborough and Iviugcornbo inlot 
countries also proved on examination to 
havo boen similarly overestimated. 

As nnmorous inquiries had boon made for 
lands adj icent to Victoria city It was 
doomed auvisablo to subdivide all tho an- 
surveyed portions of tho districts of Otter, 
Sooke, Motcbosin, Coldstream, and High 
land lyiDg aoulh of tho boundary of tho li 
& N railway land grant. Mr. Hugh Bur- 
net was outrusted with thin work, and al- 
though it was lato in tho season succeeded 
in completing tho work allotted to him with 
tho excoption of a fuw sections situated in 
Highland. Since tho oountry embraced is 
of a rather rough character comparatively 
Bmall aroas of good agricultural land wcro 
mot with, Btill a largo portion of tho whole 
ia reported as tultablo for cattlo or sheop 
runs. 

An inexpensive reconnaissance survoy was 
made towarda tho olosoof tho season by Mr. 
C. D'B. Greort, with a view of ascertaining 
tho nature and extent of the lands adapted 
for settlement purposes, together with tho

character and quantity of timber ail uated 
1 i i h-i valleys uf tho Kettle river and ita 
main tributorios. Owing to tho advanced 
Btate of tho season, and to impedimentn re- 
sulting from forest tireB, ho was unable to 
make aa extenBivo an examination as was in- 
tended, still his roport stotee that within 
the limita of hia Burvey thoro aro somo bov- 
enty tivo thousand acres of fair agricultural 
land, besides numerous patches of valuable 
timber, which orly require a cheap nioaua 
of nutlet to bring it into a roady market, 

In hia cono'udlng paragraphs, Mr. Kains 
treats exhaustively of tho clepr«da'.iono 
wrought by bush fires — many of these un- 
happily involving tho wanton dustruction 
of Urge stretches of valu Mo forest. " It is 
hut natural," the report commonts, *' that 
the first note of warning in this direction 
should come from the surveyors carrying 
ou t government work throughout the pro- 
vince, lucuu'o theeo gentlemen, of necessity, 
must como faoo to faoo with tho character 
and circumstances of tho wilds through 
which they traverse, and mure than moot 
perfons have an opportunity of giving their 
individual opinions upon facts coming with- 
in the range of their observation. Mr. W. 
S. Drewry, P.L.S , in hia report on hist 
soaaon'a operatiuus ot tho photo topograph- 
ioal survoy of which he had charge, calls 
attontlon among other things to tho damage 
done by foreBt fires in tho Kootenay dia 
triot, and his remarks are certainly 
worthy of perusal by every per- 
son who has at heart the best 
interests of this province. Mr. Drewry, 
however, relates his experience in but a 
Bmall section, situated in the eastern part of 
tho province, still it ia a fact that scarcely 
any distriot within its boundary has escaped 
the ravages of foreot tires, and especially is 
thiB true on Vancouver Inland and the Lower 
Fraaor river country, whero they have rag- 
ed to such an extent hh to givu rise to the 
greatest eppreheuoion It may bo said with' 
out ex iggfratinn that British Columbia pos 
soshcs a bolt of foreot Und wliioh in immens- 
ity nf area and quality of timber is not sur- 
passed by any country in the wor ■>, with 
perhaps the single exception of pori i 'mi of 
Siberia. Sanguino individuals, thf. foro, 
aro loud in pronouncing tho supply inex- 
haustible, while they ridicule as alarmists 
those who venture to believe in the possi- 
bility of a ' wood famine ' arriviog at some 
future time. 

" While there may bo no immediate dan- 
gor from the devastation of our forests, and 
while this disastrous end may not even bo 
witnessed by the present generation, still it 
must bo borne in mind that tho length of 
time to grow a forest treo to maturity con- 
clusivaly proveB that the timber wos novor 
intended, in tho order of naturo, exclusively 
for the ubo of any single generation. The 
experience undergone by Michigan, Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin has established the fact 
that no forests, however grand thoy 
may be, are Inexhauatiblo. These 
States, acoording to Amerioan au- 
thoritler, will, at the present rate 
of consumption (or destruction-, bo deplotcd 
of their merchantable timber In ton yoars 
hence. Now tho forest fires which, aa 
mentioned, took plaoo last yoar, may be re- 
garded aB of almost annual occurrence. 
They may occasionally orlginato from 
causes beyond the control of human handa, 
but, as a rule, they can bo traced to down- 
right carelessness, such aa tho Ir judicious 
burning of shelled land for clearing pur- 
poses, tho lack of care in thoroughly extin- 
guishing camp fires, from Bparks of loco- 
motive? and other enginea, all of which 
causeB admit of almost perfect control. 
Fires are at the present timo perhapB tho 
chief dungor to the foroBts of this province, 
but there are other causes which go hand 
in hand with them, and may in timo, if not 
restricted, lead to resultB timilar to thoso 
found In oountrica onco rich in timber."

all tho force he possessed what ho believod 
to be wrong, and followed Alexander Mo- 
Keozie beoauBo ha was, besldea boiDg able, 
honest, persistent and plucky. The men of 
experience in the Liberal party cannot holp 
making comparisons between Mr. Laurier 
and their former loaders, and thoeo compari- 
sons, wn venture to Bay, aro every yoar be- 
coming Iobs and Icob favorable to Mr. 
Laurier. Thoir present loader they will 
admit is perfect In manner, but sturdy poli- 
ticians want more of a leader than perfec- 
tion of manner. They want in him force 
and vigor and continuity of purpose, and 
these they cannot but soe aro greatly want- 
ing in Mr. Laurier. 

Wo have no moans of knowing whether 
tho roport that the Liborala aro tired of 
their loador is true or cot, but wo are con- 
vinced that it la tho reverse of improbable. 
Wo aro pretty euro that a glimpso at tho 
true inwardness of tho Liberal party would 
reveal an amount of dlaeatisfootion and dia 
approval that would surprise a largo mujor 
ity of those who have formed thoir opinion 
of Mr. Liurier from hearing him apoak In 
publio und from what thoy read of him In 
tho Grit newspapers. 



NOT AT ALL UNLIKELY. 

A rumor la abroad that the Grlta are not 
satlsSod with thoir leader and that a move 
ment haa boon set on foot to deposo him 
Woseo that one of theorganB of tho "pairty ' 
professes to believe that giving publicity to 
this rumor is a sign of " despair " on tho part 
of the Conservatives. Tho organ cf course 
says that the report la a " fiction." We can 
nob see how it can be regarded as necessarily 
either a fiction or a "sign of despair. " 
There Is, we submit, nothing more probable 
or more natural than that tho Liberals 
should be dissatisfied with thoir loador. He 
has done nothing for thorn and la doing 
nothing. He haa, so far, boen llttlo moro 
than an ornamental appondago to the Lib- 
oral party. Ho has Baid 'empty things pret- 
tily—that ia tha moat and the bast that can 
be aaid of him. When sensible Liborala 
read Mr. Laurier'a apeoches and conaider 
the oourse that ho has been pursuing it is 
not surprising thab thoy aro dissatisfied. On 
tho trade question ho has beou everything by 
turna and nothing long. Ho said tho sweetest 
thingaabout oommorcialunlon with tho Unit 
od Statea. He awore oternal constancy to un- 
restricted reciprocity — which, by the way, 
la anothor name for tho same thing. He 
haa delivered touohlng spoechoa on froo 
trado aa they have it in Kngland. His ad 
miration for tho English Bystom waa un 
bounded. To soouro it for Canada was, u 
little while ago, tho sole end and aim of his 
ambition. Now it is evident that his love 
of Knglish froo trade is growing cold, and 
ho ia gently feeliDg the public pulse ou tho 
subject of a tariff for roveuuo only. Tho di 
rect taxation feature of tho Kuglish Bystem 
has evidently soared him. Ho has boan at 
last convinced that English free trade with- 
out direct taxes Is like tho play of Hamlet 
with tho part of Hamlet left out, and he, 
consequently, favora a tariff for revenue 
only. How long it may bo before ho finda 
out that there ia no place in a tariff for reve 
nuo only for even incidental protection, it 
is hard to say. Bub reflecting Liborala, 
after contemplating Mr. Laurior'a windings 
and twistlnga on tho irade question, all the 
way from moderate protection to froo trade 
and then part of the way back ugain, may 
reasonably bo expected to have come to tho 
conclusion that it is hardly safe to follow 
him in his fiacil moandorlngs any longor, 

Tho Liberals who btill believe that Mr. 
Laurier ia a safe guido <a matters rolatlng 
to trado muBt bo groatly wanting in diB- 
oornment or must bo imbuod with tho Bort 
of faith thab removes mountains, it would, 
in faat, bo insulting to their intelligence to 
supposo that I hoy still consider him fit to 
load tho Liberal party on tho most import- 
ant question that for tho lasb soventeon 
yoars hus boen before tho people of Canada. 
Thoy musb see that as far as trado ia con- 
cornod, if ho oontinuos to bo nominally tho 
leader, ho must submit to tho guidunoo of 
ablor and bettor inatruotod mon than him- 
self. 

What oan tho Liberals of Canada think of 
thoir loador's leading on tho Manitoba school 
quoation 2 Haa ho exhibitod any stroiigth, 
any originality, any fixity of purpose, or 
any depth of oonvlction in dealing with 
that vory serious and very important ques- 
tion 1 Can thoy not soo that his tactics, as 
far us that question is concorned, huvo boon 
bhoao of a political pettifogger '1 Thoy muat 
huvo observed how vory caroful he 
his been to avoid any dofinito 
or any forcible ex proseion of opinion ou the 
subjoot. Have they not soon how timid ho 
has boon, how fearful lest ho should bo 
tomptod to commit himsolf to aDy side or 
any coutbo of action J Mvory sontenco ho 
has uttered on tho eubjocb has boon so 
guarded, bo skilfully ambiguous, that it ia 
impossible to decide oxuotly what ho means. 
Do tho Liberals of to day admire in their 
loader feeblonesa, timidity, and skill not in 
mooting a dlfliculb question but in dodging 
it? If thoy do thoy aro greatly ohaugod 
from tho mon who admired Ooorgo lirown 
bocauBe ho nover hoaitatod to attack with

London or New York. A fairer way, he 
aaid, would be to compare thoir social and 
poliliaal condition with that of any of the 
South American republics, or Hayti, or even 
the Southern Statoa of the Union. He 
seemed to think that Cuba would not Buffer 
by comparison with any of them. 



Tho Toronto Mail and Kmpiro dirocta at 
tention to a paaaage in tho address of the 
General Manager of tho liink of Montreal, 
which showa in a vory striking manner how 
high tho credit of tho Dominion stands in 
Groab Britain. It aayo : 

Two points in tho genoral Btatomens, and 
roforrod to in tho Genoral Manager's ad 
dress, aro worthy of noto. Tho first re 
latos to nourly $2,000,000 worth of Govern 
ment bonds which wero in last year's list of 
uesots, but which do not appear in this 
year's. Mr. Clouston accounts for their 
disappearance by explaining that they were 
sold at a good profit, and says it is the 
bank's Intontion to replace them when tho 
opportunity affords. Thia ia satisfactory to 
tho shareholders of the bank and to tho peo- 
ple of Canuda aa a whole. It moans that 
our Govornmont bonda and Inscribed atock 
havo riaou in value. A your ago our ;$ per 
conte. woro quoted af illi.Ji in London. Now 
thoy aro 101. Our 3 J and i por oonts. huvo 
risen proportionately. Touching on its pro- 
fit from Canadian Government securities re- 
calls the fact thab it was the Bank of Mon- 
treal that placed our last loan to auch eplen 
did advuntage in October laat. 

Tho choerfulnoaa and tho bopofulneaa of 
Sir Donald A. Smith and Mr. Clouston are 
contagious, for when reviewing tho ad 
dresses of these gentlomen the Toronto 
Globo forgota to bo doleful. It speaks in the 
higheet terms of the competency of the gen 
tlemon to givo the publio a fair and a com 
prohenaivo view of tho financial condition cf 
the country, and quotea tho most oncour 
aging part of the Genoral Managor's apeeoh 
It says : 

The annual statomonta of tho Presidont 
and General Manager of the Bank of Mon- 
treal have a special intorost for all who are 
ooncornod in tho couimorcial outlook. A 
fair view of the general financial and trading 
aituaiion is invariably alfordod by thcae re- 
troapecLivo and proapoctivo viewa of the 
heads of tho chief financial institutions of 
tho country. While thoro is doubtless a 
disposition to regard thlnga with a hopefu 
oye, tho hopes aro temperod by tho wide 
knowledge and careful judgment of mon 
who are behind the aceneaof tho commercial 
stugo. Tho watchful and responsible banker 
wno feels what weight mny bo attached to 
his words ia careful not to roiso expectations 
that ho is not roasonably certain to soo real 
lz"d. Keeping this faot In view, therefore 
tho public has reason to regard Mr. Clous 
ton's cautious estimates of tho Bituation 
with satisfaction. 

This is pleasant. It is refreshing to aeo 
tho Globe ovon for a moment forgetting its 
rolo as a Grit organ and rejoicing in the 
prospect of better times, oven if whon they 
come tho horrible Tories aro in power. 

CUBA. 

It is vory hard indood to find out tho 
truth about Cuba. The rebellion is repro 
eentod by Bomo as being formidable, and by 
others a.-i being an insignificant rialug of a 
fow irroooncilablo malcontents, The people 
are Baid to bo ground under tho heel of a 
military despotism. They are, on tho other 
hand, described as being well governed, aa 
enjoying a fair Bhuro of freedom, and as hav 
ing a good prospect of poaceubly obtaining, 
in tho not diatant futuro, a full moaauro of 
homo rulo. 

It ia oertain that thero ia a modorato party 
in Cuba the members of which disapprove of 
tho present insurrection. Thoy aro pleased 
with tho measure of Bolf-eovernmonb which 
they havo already obtainod and thoy aro 
oontont to agitato poaooably for future re- 
forms withacertainty thab thoy will not long 
bo withhold. A member of t his party said 
lutoly to an American journalist : 

Our colony, it in true, waa govorned by 
strong military rulo until 1878. As far back 
as 1SII7 tho proaont Premier of Spain, Honor 
Cjnovas, who was then minister for the 
Colonics, called u convention of prominent 
Cubans to diaauss tho roformB to bo ostab- 
lit- hod in tho island and to proparo for tho 
abolition of slavery, hut tho war of 1808 
prevented tho enforcement of llboral reforms, 
us tho present insurrection is trying to pro- 
vent, tho enforcement of tho bill lately pas- 
ted by tho Cortes. 

Sinco 1878 Cuba haa not boon under mill' 
tury rulo. Wo elect ollicora for tho munici- 
palities ; wo elect provincial bodies that you 
would cull Legislatures, although thoy do 
not possess tho samo power as those of your 
States. 

Wo aro roprcBontod ab tho Cortoe by 
twonty-six deputies and olghr, Bonatora. Wo 
havo freedom of tho prees. Wo aro not sub- 
joot to military conscription ; and, although 
thoeo rlghta aro not su.'ficiont, according to 
tho idoas of tho roform und uutonomiab par- 
ties, you can woll eeo that wo aro vory iur 
from boing under a tyrannical military 
rulo. 

This is most likely a fair Btatomonfc of tho 
case of Cuba. It ia cot ono oalling for any 
extraordinary amount of sympathy. Tho 
people arc ovidontly working thoir way to 
comploto self govornmont, and whon thoy 
got It, after an oducativo agitation, thoy 
will bo able to mako good uso of thoir 
now powers. Tho gontloman who gavo tho 
above information complained thab visitors 
to Cuba compared its condition with tho com- 
munities of New England and its olties with 



A MISTAKEN NOTION. 

Thero soeme to bo on impression abroad 
that tho ollicialB of tho poBt clfico in Biitlsh 
Columblu receive amaller salaries that thoao 
in the Eastern provinces of tho Dominion. 
ThlB ia not fho oaBe. Tho Bulariea aro tho 
eame in all the provinces. In order to ob- 
tain promotion aril a higher salary tho clerk 
who has been in the service u oertain longth 
of time must present himBolf for examina- 
tion. If ho fails to do this ho is not pro- 
moted and his Balury continues low. But 
tho ollioinl has only himsolf to blame for 
this. If he Bpont somo of his leiauro tlmo 
in qualifying hlmaolf for promotion he 
would, no doubt, bo promoted and recelvo 
an inoroaBO of Balury. Thore aro, wo bo- 
liovo, eomo clorkB In the poat oflico in this 
Province who havo not had an inaroaao of 
pay bocuuso thoy did nob take the exam- 
ination which tho law — In force In 
ovory part of tho Dominion — r< quires. 
Poat Ofiioo clerks in British Columbia ro- 
ceivo precisely tho aamo salary as olerks of 
corresponding grades in Ontario or Nova 
Soutia. 

Tho " provisional allowance " is un addi- 
tion to^tio regular salary glvon to certain 
officials in British Columbia, and wo think 
Manitoba, beoauso tho cost of living in thoso 
provincoa ia considerably groator than It is 
in tho East. Tho aulariea of letter-carriers 
aro much too low. Thoy aa a rulo qualify 
as clerks of tho lowest grade and recoivo tho 
salary of such olerka, bub it sooma to us 
absurd to rcquiro a man to do the duty of 
letter carrlor at tho same rate of romuuora- 
tion that a boy who haa juab loft aohool ro- 
ceivoa for doing light ofiioo work. The car- 
rier to do his work well muBt bo at least aB 
intelligent as tho boy clerk, and ho muat, 
besides, bo Btrong enough to trudge through 
tho city in all kinds of woathor. A clerk 
who ia uleo a oarrier ahould havo a apodal 
rating. The carrier's work ia a mun'a work 
and ho ahould bo paid a man's wagoa. The 
provisional allowanco is a clumsy expedient 
to avoid a difficulty aud to prevont an Injus- 
tice

John Slmpaou, third aasiatant at tho Col- 
legiate Instituto, tendered hia resignation on 
account of leaving tho province; resignation 
accepted. A letter w»b also received from 
Shedden & Goward, aaking for a Bharo of 
the insurance placed by tho board. Thla 
waa rtforrod to tho finance committee 

Principal Paul invitnl the board to at- 
tend tho annual exAminations. Tho invita- 
tion waa accopted, and it waa decided that 
the Council of Public Inatiuction bo asked 
to furnish full information rexarding u!I 
rules govorning tho public BohoolB.

TRUSTEE Lovell considered that an of- 
fence of this kind, writing obscouo meBBdgeB, 
could scarcely bo dealt with too aeveroly. 

TRUSTEE MarcuanT favored the appoint- 
ment of a committee to consider tho matter.

TltUMTEE LEWIS moved that the aeorotary 
bo Inatruotod to write the city council call- 
ing their attention to a previous communica- 
tion sont them concerning night BchoolB, 
and asking for a roply. The motion pre- 
vailed and tho board wont Into a committee 
of the whole to consider changes In the 
teaching BtaiT. 

Tho proceedlnga of tho board whilo In 
commltteo aro reported to havo boon do 
oidodly animatod, but neither tho aubject 
nor tho outcome of tho diBCUBsion waB an- 
nounced when the committee roao— report- 
ing no progress.

After considerable discussion tho direc'orB 
of tho B.C. Agricultural Association decided 
last night to hold tho fall fair from Sept. 16 
to 21 lnclulave. This week ia ahown by 
Mr. Baynea Heed'a report for tho last 
ton years to have had tho lineal weather. 
The second beat was Oc^ M to 19, but 
though some of tho directors favored 
October, tho majority decided on September, 
Kopnrto were received from the various 
committees in chargo ot tho prize list. One 
of the changes advocated by tho live atock 
committee waa that in tho carriage horse 
olasfl, all animaln, if broken, bo Bhown under 
saddle or in baroesa, 

An offer was received from the Amorican 
Oxford Down Sheep Register Association of 
$100, to bo givon in prizes for shoep brod 
and owuod in tho province and registered 
with thu association. 

ThiB year the ladies are to do-

Milne at once wired to Seattlo for confirma- 
tory information though he has In a measure 
already obtainod proof of it. Tho Quadra, 
to which instructions had boen wired 
through the Carmanah point llghtkeeper, to 
koep watch for the Boring Sea, returned to 
port from reeular service last evening. She 
had been to Carmanah and Capo Boale 
and had learned that tho Boring Sea wua In 
Seattle, but had received no sorloua com- 
plaints of her action on tho coast. Aa will 
bo remembered, the high-handed doings of 
the Amerioan Bohooner have all been in tho 
vicinity of Nitinat. Although the reports 
concerning the wrong doing of tho Bering 
Soa havo been found unreliablo, tho soalora 
havo other information which glvos juBt 
cause of alarm. It Ib understood that Col- 
lector Milne now has the authority to ordor 
the Quadra into service ahould necoarity 
ariso, and soaling men are confidont that 
their interests aro safe in hia hands.
